November 1, pre3s comment appeared directed against US resumption of the 
quarantine and toward impressing on the Soviet people the necessity or 
ot+aining concrete guarantees against future invasion attennts, Although 
Castro's five demands, which were suid to receive "wide support from peace 
loving peonles", were given considerable publicity, Soviet propaganda media 
did not suggest that the USSR would demand their fulfillment. Jamming of 
VOA news appeared to be somewhat heavier than ἃ day ago, covering most
